* Country into a ſad-Diſorder, and the Pco- 
ple began to apprehend 2 general Lof of 
their Harveſt, and conſequently a Dearth— 
For the greateſt Part of the Subliftance of 
the Poor, being the Corn with which they 
make their ordinary Food, b-ſides Bread ; 
they cannot fo well bear the Loſs of a Years 
Corn as we can,- the old Stock heing very 
rarely able to ſupply them fur two Year. 

About the 13th. the Rains ceaſed for two 
Days, and it was hop'd a gocd Part of the 
Corn might be (av'd 3 bur on the 15t6. at 
Night, came on a moft terrible, heavy, 
ſettled Rain, which for near 3o Hours 
rain'd with an unuſual Violence, and it is
